With the 1954 Haj rapidly approaching, preparations at the New 
Quarantine Station have increased to a fever pitch, Work at times 
has been carried on in two shifts, with crews of coolies laboring 
through the night by gas lantern or Bay City generator lights, Within 
another month it is anticipated that the Station will be completely 
ready to accomodate any emergency epidemic during the Pilgrimage, 


The network of salt water piping is completed, with connections 
being made to the water closets of all the buildings, The new salt 
water tank (elevated) is 80 per cent complete, and the underground 
storage tank is nearly finished. The six-inch transite pipe leading 
from the Jidda municipal supply is completed up to the Quarantine Station 
fence, and it remains now for GOVENCO to make connection to the Quarantine

GOVENCO has completed the new morgue, which was built outside

month the road from Jidda to the Quarantine Station will be graded and 
improved, 


The old morgae, waich was converted to a boiler building, is now 
ready for the installation of the USA0M-supplied boilers, Alterations 
have been made in the main Disinfection Building in preparation for the 
autoclaves. Opeinings in the walls were constructed, into which the 


autoclaves will be placed, Various counters and partitions have been built 
at my request. 


It is hopefully anticipated that the USAOM-supplied equipment now

As yet there is no electric power at the Station, However, plans 
are now completed for the construction of a new power station on the 
North side of the Station, outside the main compound.

SUBJECT; Recommendations on Disinfection Bldg., SAG Quarantine Sta, 

On December 6, 1953, Dr. Nazif, Dr. Shuman, Dr. Hashem, Mr, Akili, 
and I inspected the Disinfection Building of the new Quarantine Station, 
and the SAG representatives commented upon ovr recommendations of 


November 8, 1953, as follows: 


1. Counters - Agreed, but the contractor should build them as part of 
the original contract. 


2. Floor drains = Not necessary, 
3. Water taps for washing and cleaning purposes - Not necessary. 
4. Electrical outlets - They can be put in later if required. 


5. Skylights in disinfection rooms ~- Not necessary. Fans, windows, 
removing a portion of the walls, and air conditioning will suffice. 


6, Windows between the disinfection rooms and shower bath rooms - 
Agreed, as stated above. 


7, Removal of portions of the walls separating the disinfection rooms 
from the reception and re-issue areas for additional light and 
ventilation to disinfection rooms - Agreed. 


&, Exhaust type ventilation fans to be supplied by FOA for disinfection 
rooms - Agreed, 


9. Constructing autoclaves into wall - No conment. 
10. Foot bath = Not necessary. 
11, Tiling - Not necessary. 
12, Housing for boilers ~ An additional building is not justified. The 
boilers can be placed in a partitioned-off area of the laundry, with 


the "advantage" of their being used then for both the autoclaves and 
the laundry. 


The above statements are in no way official, but they are an 
accurate account of the inspection trip and hasty translations by Mr. Akili.

line be installed in place of the existing pipe, Such a four 
inch line would deliver approxinately 75,000 gallons of water 
per day. Asbestos cement is recomended as piping material due 
to the highly corrosive nature of the soil of the Jidda area. 


The vost of a four~inch asbestos cement ripe.is appromalately 
SR. 6 per weter. Placing the pips may cost about. S.R. 4 per 


meter, Thus the to.al cost of the 3,500 meter line is estinated 
to be 35,000 SR,

We suggest that skylights be constructed in the roofs oF the tuo 
larger Disinfection Rooms, the location and design of these sky- 
lights is based upon the principle of making the greatest use of 
the existing walls, columns, and beams, fhe estimated gost of 
constructing the skylights is SR 6,000.

Dear Mr. Taylors 


During my visit in the United States I had the privilege of spending 
a few days in Washington where I met Mr, O'Neill of the Foreign Operation 
Administration. We talked about the disinfection center project in Jeddah 
and he told me that this would be under your jurisdiction, also that you 
would be acquainted with the conditions of this proposed project, since 
you were appointed to the FOA mission in Jeddah. 


I am taking this opportunity to give you information which I believe 
will be useful. From my knowledge of the objectives to be accomplished by : 
the disinfection center, I assume this will be largely for sterilizing the 
personal effects belonging to the pilgrims passing through Jeddah to Mecca. 
I have given this matter serious consideration and have discussed it with 
the engineers of the American Sterilizer Company in Erie, Pennsylvania, 
Hence, I know that the following information will useful to you in setting 
up the specifications for suitable equipment to carry on this work.

The information submitted is necessarily based upon certain assumptions 
and is therefore, largely approximate. 


We assume that the average size of the clothing package for each pilgrim 
would be approximately 18" x 18" x 20" or 3.75 cu. ft. per package. If the 
standard rectangular bulk sterilizer such as made by the American Sterilizer 
Comoany having dimensions of 60" x 66" x 96" is considered, then for a single 
load you would have a capacity of 218 cu. ft. (see page 13 in our sterilizer 
catalog). With this capacity and with the requirements of the pilgrims of 
3075 ous ft. the clothing of 58 pilgrims could be handled each cycle. One 
complete cycle includes loading and unloading. This is estimated to take ap 
proximately one hour, Hence, a sterilizer of this size working telve hours 
pe day could take care of the clothing of approximately 700 pilgrims. By using 
three such sterilizers some 2100 pilgrims could be processed in @ twelve hour 
period. 


These bulk sterilizers can only be operated by steam, hence it is im- 
portant to considerd packaged type steam boiler operating on crude oil. The 
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- deddah, Saudi Arabia 


amount of steam necessary to process one load of clothing in this bylk steri- 
lizer is 00 pounds, hence for three sterilizers we would require 1299 pounds, 
We must assume an average loss on piping and installation of about 30%, Hence, 
in order to obtain 1200 pounds of steam, we would have to have a bojler that 
re produce 1600 pounds of steam. Such a boiler will have a capacity of 

BHP. 


The list price for the bulk sterilizer I suggested above, catalog 
number RB6696 complete with loading car ia about $17,300. A boiler syitable 
to supply three such sterilizers and of 6 BHP capacity will cost more or 
less $10,000. Consequently, for the steam boiler and the three sterilizers 
the price would be approximately $65,000. 


For the best results and since continuous service may be required at 
times, to handle your requirements, we recommend adding to the installation an 
evacuating system consisting of one pump for each sterilizer. This would be 
helpful because it reduces the length of the sterilizing cycle and the drying 
is done more thoroughly. Such a pump would cost approximately $3,500 and one 
is required for each sterilizer. 


The total then, of approximately $75,500 FAS Vessel New York ig a fair 
estimate for the sterilizers, boiler and evacuating pumps. This, of course, 
does not include the cost of piping and installation of piping, 


The largest standard bulk sterilizer made by Amsco is the one mentioned 
above but the American Sterilizer Company is prepared to manufacture on special 
order larger sizes if required for a specific installation. However, since such 
siges are not standard, the prices would be substantially greater, 


I plan on arriving in Peirut about the end of November and ] am ex- 
tremely anxious to provide you with every assistance. If you feel that ny 
visit to Jeddah would be of help, I shall be only too glad to visit you and 
discuss this matter. Jn addition I wish to bring to your attention the fact 
that the Arabian Trading Company in Jeddah, who are our dealers in that territory 
can also be contacted. 3 


I am enclosing a catalog of our Amsco Bulk Sterilizers, as well as a 
small 195) GE Diary which you may find useful. If there is anythino further I 
can do in giving you additional engineering details, kindly write to ine whenever 
you Wish. I anticipate with pleasure meeting you in Jeddah at some time in the 
near future.

QUARANTINE STATION ELECTRIC POWER 





Th answer to inquiries regarding electric power for the 
Jidda Quarentine Station, it may be best to quote directly a 
letter to the Director General of Preventive Medicine fron 


The Deputy Minister of Health, No. 9694/648/D., dated 27/8/1953. 


"Referring to your letter No. 416 D.D. 3/12/1373, 8/13/1953, 
in which Point Four requested to know about the cycles, the voltage, 
and the current generated for the new Quarantine Station in Jeddah, 


in order to purchase the autoclaves, 


We have the pleasure to inform you that the general current 
Jn Jeddah is 110, 220, Voltage A.C. 60 cycle single phage and three 
phases, Since the new Guaractine Station is going to have special 
generator, therefore the specifications of the current will be 


220 Volt, A.C., 3 phases, 60 syeles," 


This letter is but one of many contridictory reports received 
regarding power for the Quarantine Station, but since it comes 
directly from the Deputy Minister of Health, it may be taken as 
the most reliable, Mr, Schmidt of Jeddah Electric informs me 
that stean turbine powered electric generators are soon to be 
installed in a new Jeddah power station, the first generator to 
be in place by June or July of 1954, These developments may have 
some bearing on any decisions to provide small diesel generators 
at the Quarantine Station, It is reported that the voltages of the 
new lines to be connected from the new power station will be higher 


than those existing in Jeddah at the present time.

Several uonths ago the Public Health Service susgested that 
the Quarantine Station Agreement be written broad enough so that in 
the future the Quarantine Service could be developed into the public 
health section of the idiaistry of Health. The first step in this idea 
was the signing of the Agreement, and the second would be assisting 
in getting the station in condition to operate on a year round basis 
as a health center for the Jidda area, 


At present Dr. Butler and Nr, Skrinde are giving assistance 
for the completion of the necessary facilities such as laying out 
the laboretory etc. However we have run into some umexpected trouble, 
Dr. Nazif the WHO advisor on Public Health Administration is an 
Egyptian who has served on several committhes concerning quarantine 
for the pilgrims, He was not in favor of this idea and in fact opposed 
it. Ne believes that the ouarantine station should be used for 
quarantione only and nob as a health center. We shall continue to push 
our idea but it may take longer to accomplish it in view of the objections 
of the WHO. 


This memorandum ig not an excuse or a complaint, but merely a 
statement of existing facts,

Th accordance with orders from ‘ashington, I left Jidda, Saudi 
Arabia on May 1] and proceeded to Geneva, Switzerland to attend 
a meeting of representatives of the Seudi Arabian Government, ‘orld 
Health Organization, and U. S, Public Health Service, to discuss 
the type and amount of equipment recommended to be installed in the 
building for disinfecting, located at the quarantine station, Jidde, 
Saudi, Arabia.

During the course of the past two weeks we have had very 
useful conversations here between the bembers of the Saudi Arabion 
Delegation, various officials of WHO, Gerald Ferguson and myself. 
lie, Ferguson and I are both of the opinion that this has cleared 
the aly considerably and gives us an opportunity to proceed con- 
structively tn Saudi Arabia. 


During the course of these conversations we have made it a 
point to develop basic documents so that there would be no serious 
questions as to the decisions arrived at. We were particularly 
anxious to have Dr, Shousha, Regioual Director for the Bastern 
Mediterranean Region, WHO, fully committed, since there had been 
some question as to his attitude. This probably was a misinter- 
pretation or a misunderstanding somewhere along the Line, but it 
needed to be entirely clarified. 


T an trensmitting to you herewith the documents that have 
been developed, They are as follows; 


1. A-general. Memorandum of Understanding between the 
Representatives of the S.udl Arabian Goverment, the WHO and oure 
selves. ‘This is pitched on e broad plane and creates an atmosphere 
within whie’ ve can all work effectively, You will note also that 
it becomes sowernet specific as to the content of the program, A 
number of copies of this Memorandum have been signed by Dr. Shousha, 
Dy. R. Pharaon, as well as ourselves. Dy. Pharaon is the Saudi 
Arabian Ambassador at Paris and has represented the Saudi Arabian 
Government at the World Health Assemblies for a number of years, as 
well, as the International Health Conference in 1946, He is politically 
important and his agreenent is significant from the standpoint of 
the Saudi Arablan Government.

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2. A wemorandua entitled "Quarantine Station at Jeddah", 
which was developed in consultation with the Saudi Arabian 
Government's Director of Quarantine, Ir. Hashem, and the competent 
technical officers of the WHO, This document sets a basis for 
determining the equipment requirements for the disinfection station 
in Jed@ah, In the course of these conversations, it became apparent 
to us as.well as to the Geneva Guarantine Officers that it was 
absolutely necessary to accept the judgment of the Saudi Arabian 
and Egyptian Quarantine Officers in regard to the requirements of 
the Jeddah Station. It is only they who have had experience with 
this exact problem. Although their approach may have certain archiac 
features, any handling of the problem that would not satisfy them 
Mould defeat the objective of the Jeddah Station, a mixture of 
technical and nationalistic objectives. Although the Geneva 
officials and ourselves held views somewhat divergent from Saudi 
Arabia and Dr. Shoushe, speaking against the background of Heyptian 
experience, we were in full agreement that we should accept the 
demands and limiting the amount of equipment that was originally 
requested. 


3. Project Agreement Number One, This is a further draft 
of the agreement that was sent by Mir. Ferguson to Washington in 
late April, We feel that it is now revised at a point at which ve 
should proceed to have it signed, Mr. Ferguson is anxious to have 
a cable authorizing signature at an early date. I suggest that in 
approving it, the cable should refer to it as “Health Project Agree- 
ment No. 1, Geneva Draft." You will note that this provides equip- 
nent for the Quarantine Station, but in a rather broad public health. 
setting. The equipment is definitely related to the development of 
technical services, The Agreement also links into other contemplated 
agreements, giving the whole program a broad cast, 


In addition to the above, you will note that the iH Project 
Agreement has already been authorized by Washington. Mr. Ferguson 
is developing a Project Agreement covering cooperation with the 
Taif Vaccine Laboratory and will dispatch this to Washington for 
approval. There is also enclosed a draft copy of “Project Agreenent 
## 3, Expansion of the Immnization Program", Mer, Ferguson would 
appreciate any comments on this draft, which he will be discussing 
further ia Saudi Arebia. 


Ta regard to environmental sanitetion, it has been decided 
tO proceed with a program in the area of Jeddah without a Project 
Agreement until such time as major project agreements have been 
signed. it has been considered undesirable to sign a miniscule agree- 
ment while the major needs and demands of the Government remain 
unsatisfied, particularly thelr urgent demand for assistance in the 
Quarantine Station.

was imperative thet some projects bo storted immediately although they wore 
anal), J% was with thie thought in min¢ tet so ouch effort was exerted in 
urlidng project egrssments. Seven peagest agroasents have to this date ben 
presented to the Minketry of Realih for consideration, At the sane tine, the 
Saudi Arabian Goverment forwarded to us a List of the projecta in health 
with whieh thoy reauested oid fren TOA, These were four in munber.

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Several. of our proposed projects wore returned by the /inistry of 
Kealth with the comment that they did not fulfill the progran as clamned 
by the Ministry, and they countered with the four ideas mantioned above, 


fefore my arrival hora, 1t had bean decided by the Aubasoador and 
the Country Mirector that the recommended project agroonent forus, 
naialy “joint-fund" or “cooserative-servies", ware not applicable to 
Saudi Arabia, iat it should be noted that no alternative rroject agrac- 
went form has ever been devised, fs a remit, it hee heen noceseary for 
this Division to craste by a tedious trial and error mathod a suitable 
reojeet agreement form which would he apreeahle to the Scuddis, to the 
“lasion, and to Yeshingten. The Mission had rreviously signed three vro- 
ject agreenents, all of which wore outright erants of money for work in 
Seudi drebla, without requiring any joint planning te integrate into the 
rovernnental structure an organization to carry on when we leave, Those 
ares

Ti is ovident that none of these sould be used as a guide for health 
project agreesonts, 


Apparently when the TOA Country Agrsement was sieved, the Sandis 
did not understand or id not went to understand that the TCA Masion 
was established for the purpose of furnishing technical agsistance or 
advisore to the various ministries. All of our contacts with them lead 
us to balieve that they think TCA is eapital investment and that we 
shoulé not eonearn ourselves with any part of the Hinistry of Health in 
which ye heave no financis] interest. ‘The Health Program Agreement, which 
was drawn up before I arrived, was very indefinite and did not attempt to 
dispel thie idea, Ti made yague references to assistance in eenstruction 
of health canters, hospitals, ete. 


Reaantly Dy, Shousha, Director of the regional office of WO An 
Alexsnéria, Egypt, visited Saudi Arable and expounded the theory to the 
Mintetry of Health and to TGA that SAG shonld furnish buildings; TCA, 
equipments and M40, technics! assistance, Thin reinforeed beautifully 
the ideas already held by the Saudia, and apparently ne one has made any 
attaant to change these concepts. 


It should be recorded that there sre instances where WO representa 
tives and TGA, especially TeA/lashington, have held disuetrically opposed 
opinions aste amipmont ani procedure. The M10 representatives apeak the 
game language, are of the same religious faith, and have been personal 
friends of the Minister for years, These facts give aided woight to the 
opinions expressad by the WO advisers.

We ave pow avaiting anproval before siming these agreaments, Per= 
ulssion from Ugshington to sign (2 has been recalved, but our Lisison 
officer adviges strongly thet we walt for #1 before wenenting (2 to the 
Saudis for sirneture because it is necesaary to give the jupression of 


sooperating with their requests as such as possible before imposing our 
deans upon then, 


This perio’ of waiting for signing affords us sowe time for reflac- 
tion. The Saud’ character is childlike, primarily beesuse of lack of 
adueation and the seeial customs peculdar to this area where vonen are 
virwslly prisoners, ‘This cheracteristie accounts for the feet that many 
of these people ses only the glitter and they are not eavable of understand- 
ing the planning and the work involved in a shiny plece of wachinery. Tn 
our partioulay ease, they are more interested in a gleaming, chross-Lined 
hospital, or g laboratery filled with glistening equiment, then they are 
in basic health organization and sanitation. then they ranarked, upon re- 
surning @ proposed latrine projeet, that 14 was irrelevant and did not fit in 
with their plens, it well proved this to me. This wis extrawely pointed in 


4 country where at any time one looks, he oan sea paople squatting to answer 
the eal] of neture, 


There axigts here a ilinistry of Yealth eouposad of a loosely-grouped 
collection of foreign ductors, saxo of whon have becone naturalised Satie, 
These are assigned to a few "hospitals", which are poorly equippad ant 
which do not operate on a real budget, tut on grants of money wade to them 
after they haye run in debt. 


Tt soens that the Minister of “ealth vents to do sonething but he is 
hot sure exagtly how he wants te do it, He thinks that by building sous 
shiny new hospitals he will solve the health problems of Sawi4 4rabla, 
the Ministry of Health has ne conception as to how to improve public health 
by instituting an organization in onvironnental sanitation eractices which 
have been so successful in other parts of the vorld, nor are they inclined 
to support the training of all categories of miblic health porgonnel noces~ 
sary to inplenent such a prograz. It sens to be thodr belief that most of 
their problens can be solved by just hiring wore foreim doctors.

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With this backeround, 1% saexed te me that we would have to aceept the 
facts an they existed. In order to establish ourselves here, 14 appeared 
otwious thet we hed to approach the Saudis on their level of thinking and 
to uodify that toward our conception of publie health practices, It was 
with thie basic thought in mind that ws aproed to assist them in purchasing 
sous of the equipment thet they wanted end at the same Lime te introduce in 
thet vrofect, or in following ones, naw publie taalth concerts. For exwiple: 


i. The aselgning of a public health nurse to organize and supervise 
4 maternal end ehdid health links, whieh wae to he established hy the 
Hinistry of feslth in Jidde. Thies would be thea Mrst such elinie in the 
Ministry, 


2, A dexonetrational project in the villages in the Ji¢da aran for 
the protection of village water supplies end the construction of sanitary 
facilities. 


It ig felt thet if we were given a chanee te vrove that we can do gauie~ 
thing besides the passing of papers, wo would have a moh better opportunity 
te prozote the idea of technical assistance, the naed of a health organiza 
then, ond of health planning, training, and enviromental sanitation, all 
of whieh Yeshington somes to inslet on ineluding in the first project agres-~ 
nent, end in which the daxlis have shown no apparent interest. The chances 
of instituting any of our ideas are getting slimmor day by day as we pro- 
erustineata weak after wook in cooperating to any depren vith any of their 
requests, 


fhe Pablie taalth Servies told me in washington thet the plans for the 
Yealth visio, TCA/éreble would be fommleted in Jidda, and not in Yash 
ington. Bessuse of that information, no attempts were made to justify oping 
tong axrived at and degisions made in drawing up project agreemonta. Sow it 
ig understood that TCA/iashingten not only wante to approve the finaneisl 
obligation of oseh program agreement but also wants to approve the technical 
aspects of the agreements. Had it been known from the begining that fusti- 
fleation was required, 1t would have been sent alonc with the requests for 
approval, Heedless to say, this procedure not only imposes additionel delays 
in the aligning of agreements, tart alao tends to destroy the morale of the 
field personnel because they realize that Veshington has no confidenda in 
their judgment. 


On Deoenber 14, 1952, I happened into the offies of the Country Director 
to Mnd Dr, Stratton, Me. Fryer, or. lusseind, Mr. feteig and the dseretary- 
feneral of the dintstry of Neslth holding a meeting about health, end es I 
entered heard Ur. Stratton promises the Seoratary.Ceneral angistenee in the 
construction of a laboratory for the sanufscture of vaceines. Tneediately 
ie, Stratton turned te me and ordered that 1 prepare a project agracment 
accordingly. I countered that the problem enould be studied before drawing 
up @ project agreement, but wae aiven the tupression thet there was no quea- 
tion as te the decision, Mr, Fryer sugeosted a grant of 525,900 for equiment, 
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later I was greatly surprised to learn that Washington was absolutely opposed 
to this project. Considering the Saudi character and the fact that verbal 
approval hes been given, it is my opinion that it is impossible to withdraw 
fron such a contrast and to seve “face.” 


The plan te strengthen the quarantine verviess.of the Ministry of 
Health as otlined in an Airgram from the Departwent (4-71, dated April 2, 
1953) appears to ho logical and to be based on cood public health practices. 
However, the Ministry ef Health has not asked for aévies ani assistance in 
gueh planning fron TCA, beoause it has asked this of WO, which organization, 
in turn, in December 1952 aseigned here a quarantine advisor. Already T0A/ 
Washington hes disagreed with recomendations of this advisor. Any asaist- 
ange or guidance whieh TCA ean provide mst be offered in such a manner that 
it will not diseradit the advice of ¥10, In ylew of these facts, wo fool 
bog sy complete plan as reviewed in the Airgram is not apropos or feasible 
at 5 tine. 


Thie Division shared with others many difficulties, let us review a 
few of thegat 


1, Thors haa boon a lack of continuity in country directorship during 
the short perled that this Mission has been in operation, Dr. Young served 
as Auting Country Director, Dr. Stratton as Gountry Director, and since 
Deceuber, Hr. Dunaway ss Acting Country Director. ‘ith ach frequent change 
ani sueh uncertainty, it has been difficult to charter a sustained course of 
action. It ghould be mentioned that h. Dunaway has elven the program much 
support and aseietance in spite of this uncertainty, 


2. Yor thres weeks only Inst summer this Mission had an “reartive 
Officer. Sines then there have been two different people serving in an 
agting capacity. 


3. Twas informed upon arriving in Jidda thet the Health Mission hed 
ao tudvet as all monies vere pooled to be dispensed by the administration 
offiea, Also, I was told that whatever division had vrejecta signed re~ 
eaived the money. 


4. Adequate and couplete financial records have not been kept. Thare~ 
fors, the Divielon never received an answer as to vhet mondes were available. 


5, The Riesion accepted the responsibility to house ite personne] Jast 
Septenibar without giving sufficient thought te all the details involved, 
Ths, techniclane in Nigseion housing must take time fren work to neintain 
their quarters in a condition comtuciva to healthy Living. 


&» For the third tise since [ arrived, I am now enjoying the luxucy 


of dictating to a seeretary. All other correspondence and agreements have 
heen veittien in longhand, 








7. The oviginal Gountey Acreomant indicated thet pert of the eantribe- 
tion of GAG to the eontract would be dn the form of bidldings, services and 
maintenance, This aysten is ao ambersone that amoying delays ere experianced 
in routine aission opsration, 


Se Only tuo of the five positions established lest Cetober for this 
Divielon have been filled and ons, very recently, 


Of the four profect agreements penling finel approval, two fulfill the 
requests of the Ministry of Mealth and two are an ettempt on our part te 
introduce the Ministry of Heelth te a little basie public hwalth. To do 
this, the Division must have the budgeted request for next year which dneludes 
about °140,000 for personnel, about °135,000 for supplies and equinnent, and 
in sdditien, $109,000 for the quarantine station which met coms either from 
this year's budget or next year’s budget. The tuo mojects requested hy the 
Saudis are the most eostly, but because of thelr great desixs for these 
projects, they are willing to "buy' a Little public health, Thie 4s a mindmn 
progren for the continuation of the Mivision. Considering the prevent state 
of mind of the Saulis, in wy opinion, it would be better to eliminate the 
Division entirely rather than te try to got SAG to aecapt an abbreviated pro- 
grax which dees not inelude their requests. Tt cannot be over-emphasize? thet 
the Sevdis wish te establish a public health program, but that they can con 
Gelve only of that which thay know, nazely, hospitells ond laboratories, and 
thet elven tive we ean subbly guide thelr interest toward « basie public health 
program whieh wlll inevitably benefit all of Soudd Arsbia,

as to the proper equipment. We feo] that it is extremely urgent to 
got this project agrecment signed as acon as pesaible, end then later 
argue out and arrive at a decision as tc what equipment would be setis. 
factory. We connot over-emphasice the need tc get scme project agroenant 
signed now. 


The quarantine station is being built by the Saudi Arabian Goverment, 
to satisfy the rer wirenents of WiC end the countries of the Voslem world, 
and not the U, 5, uarantine Service, We understand thet the sanitary 
regulations for internetional travel do not mention specific equirmont 
for disinfecting and disinsecting tut do mention which procedures are 
necessary for cach quarantineable disease. ‘The WHO representative here 
and the Ministry cf Health do not agree that the equipment propesed b: 
TA/Nashington, namely dusters, will satisfy internation] requirenonts, 
They ask me how ve propose to disinfeet with DDT, bedding, linens, and 
personal effects of infeeted and suspected eases of smallpox and cholera, 
the eblef quarantineable diseases of the pilgrims, They agree that dis. 
insecting is most effective in the eases of yellow fever, relapsing fever, 
typbus fever, and plague, which are not now ecnsidercd by local medical 
authorities as important diseases cf the pilgrinere. 


Ne feel that the quarantine atetion can be made the cartier for public

This is to confirm the conversation which took place in 
our office among you, Dr. Sabry Fer, Mr. Sadek Husseint, 
Mr. Ferguson and myself, concerning the draft of the project 
agreement which is enclosed. 


This project agreement envisages the strengthening of the 
quarantine service of the Ministry of Health by the equipping 
of the disinfecting building, by furnishing the necessary 
engineering services, by assisting in establishing the school. 
of hygiene, by making available technical publications and 
instructors, by sending a limited number of quarantine personnel 
to the United States for field training, and by promoting public 
health activities that will serve as a nucleus for this program 
throughout this entire area. 


TCAAlashington has questioned the advisability of furnishing 
only autoclaves and has strongly advised the use of dusters where 
feasible, Since there is a disagreement between the advice 
received from the World Health Organization and from the Quarantine 
Service of the United States, we have left in abeyance, for the 
time being, the decision concerning the exact equipment to be 
furnished, However, we assure you that whatever is furnished will 
satisfy the sanitary regulations governing international travel, 


As this is a program of growth and expansion, it should extend 
over a period of more than one year, However, TCA can commit funds 
for only one fiscal year. Therefore, it will be necessary for a 
supplementary agreement to be decided upon for the next United States 
Government fiscal year beginning July 1.

Several meetings have been held with TCA and Public Health Officials 
participating. From these meetings an outline of a plan for assisting 
Saudi Arabia with quarantine arrangements at Jidda took form, 


All participants were in agreement that: (1) it is of extreme 
importance to secure, as far as feasible, freedom of the Mecca 
Pilgrimage from epidemic diseases; (2) that a vast majority of the 
numerous personnel at the Jidda quarantine station would be needed only 
for about three months out of each year; (3) that a large part of this 
personnel muld be used in Public Health work elsewhere in Saudi Arabia 
during the remainder of the year; and (4) that this personnel, which 
would form a high level quarantine service, would be an excellent nucleus 
for a general Public Health Service of Saudi ‘rabia or at least of the 
Hedjaz. 


Good personnel with the proper training can not be procured by taking 
them on three months and letting them out again when the rush is over, nor 
would it be good for the morale to keep them relatively inactive during the 
other nine months of the year, ‘fter its initial training in the permanent 
quarantine service, the personnel is conditioned for duties of disease 
prevention elsewhere. Such personnel should include doctors, sanitary engineers, 
entomologists, bacteriologists, nurses and sanitary inspectors, It should be 
recalled that in the past the United States Public Health Service has been 
successfully built around the quarantine service and the marine hospital, 


A plan of this description requires training at various levels. 
Part of such a training program could probably be carriéd out 4 Jidda by an 
appropriate team detailed from the Foreign “uarantine Service of the Public 
Health Service, Other persons expected to hold key posts at various levels 
in the Saudi Arabian Quarantine Service might receive practical training in 
the United States with our quarantine stations and in our Communicable 
Disease Center, 


Briefly, this basic plan visualizes the establishment of an efficient, 
well-trained quarantine or epidemic control unit containing personnel of the 
required categories and skills which might be expanded to deal with epidemic 
conbrol and health problems throughout the country as the need might later 
become apparent. This epidemic control unit would in effect serve as the 
nucleus for an effective health agency when expanded and properly applied. 
In order to make full use of those skills and to perform an adequate quarantine 
or epidemic control, it would be necessary to visualize an integrated plan 
dependent on broad immunization against smallpox, cholera and yellow fever, 
dee Seog by the eradication or control of insect vectors generally known 
to be the transmitting agents of certain epidemic diseases, principally the 
body louse, the mosquito and the common fly, Those measures must then be 
supported by an energetic rodent control program and finally by a practical

and extensive program of environmental sanitation, While the epidemic 
con rol prograin will have its original focus at the port of entry, Jidda, 
it must be understood that sunplementary control measures must be carried 
into the surrounding community areas as well as to continue throughout the 
country in general. 


TCA/W and Fublic Health Service concw: that an expenditure of nearly 
100,000 on four large autoclaves is not justified, The Public Health 
Service no longer maintains such equipment, It is believed that more 
service could be had from power dusters and sprayers which are far less 
expensive. They have the advantage that they could be used in other 
parts of the comtry for control of insect borne diseases when not 
needed at Jidda, It seems that the installation of one small autoclave 
might be justified in the hospital, This proposal is not made with the 
sole object of saving money. It is believed that a more efficient service 
would result. 


The important feature of this plan is that it has long range value 
in that it aims at strengthening and developing a permanent and efficient 
Public Health Service for Saudi Arabia, It will thus become possible for 
the Saudi Arabian Government to assure the Moslem world that the pilgrims 
will be safeguarded against the major epidemic diseases, It will also be 
possible for the Saudi Arabian Government to safeguard its own population 
against diseases which might be brought in from abroad, and at the same 
time to improve the local health conditions. 


Should a plan of this nature be acceptable to the Saudi Arabian 
Government, TCA and Bublic Health Service will prepare more detailed 
proposals.

Upon receipt of your letter of February 12 regarding possible 
assistance through TCA to the Saudi Arabian Government in the matter 
of a quarantine station in Jidda I communicated immediately with TCA 
representatives here. ‘They agreed with me that this project would 
serve a most valuable public relations prupose and should be given 
all possible support. 


t discussed the matter further with TCA today and learned that 
their enthugiasm for the project has very largely cooled off, According 
to them, the work already done by the WHO representatives in Jidda has 
not met the requirements of the situation. ‘The Public Health people here 
consider that the buildings erected are entirely unsuited for a large 
quarantine station, They point out that no provision is made for 
water, electricity, and sewerage and that the buildings already 
erected would need substantial modification to adapt them for use, 


It was also pointed out, I think appropriately, that it would 
be a mistake for us to enter into this project if it has been badly 
planned and executed in its beginning stages, thereby running the 
risk of compounding failure. 


I understand that ICA is today sending out a telegram requesting 
further elucidation concerning this project and pointing out that there 
are statutory limitations to the extent of ‘ICA contributions to J. Wf.
